especially, the expenditure ia the lea. enu- 
aable, a. il clcaily appear, that the inaolvrnl'i 
affaira, at the time, must hire been unthe moat 
embarraaaed sUte. He admits that, if Unto 
had not been giten. he 
hit estate ui IM44 
of hia Mcuniary poaition 
that he waa able " either tn pay. 
as- to ft hint. " NeveTlhel ess. he

quate mean, afforded them, of tracing property 
— dt judging how far the inaulveni'B failure i. 
altrrbutnbls to miifortune alone, lit n , the 
insolvent wax in huaineaa aa a merchant up to 
March LHtr ; and hehxa made no entry what- 
ever in hiidny book, since May I hit., ami no 
entry in his journal or ledger, nine* October 
1X14. He hits, indeed, he lays, a rash lso* , 

bui this, it would appear, he hiiuielf - 

dert-d of so litlk value, lliat he did not giro il 
up to hi* assignee, end it remain, still in hia 
posseaiioil. \tTiat that book containa, therefore, 
we tiave no means ol aeeerUining. It la 
clear, however, ttual it doea not cnliiin 
items which nught to be there ; slid which 
ought also to have been in his ledger, We Hill 
give aome instance* : but the contusion in the 
accounts, etjunlly of debts aa of pavnicnta, 
it obvious in ehooit every iraitMciioti. ' In ths 
ho'tka. £301 would appcur to be due to the in- 
solvciii, by a Mr., Wtavrr.
